IRON CURTAIN? 


Is the United States operating 
an Iron Curtain of its own in 
barring visitors whose political 
opinions it disapproves? “This ‘is 
the effect of a ‘tgi8 law refusing 
vbas to anarchists and other 
alicns advocating the overthrow 
of government by force. Exeep- 
tions are practically mandatory 
for those with diplomatic status 
and diserctionary for individual 
cases approved by the Attorney 
General. 

But Washington recently has 
sefused visas ‘to certain French 
labour leaders, a Brazilian archi- 
tect, and a journalism dean from 
Venczucla, all on ‘grounds that 
they were Communists, | 

An‘ behalf of civil liberties and 
against an American form: of 
“thought control,”’ requests for 
the Attorney General to liberalize 
his discretion are admirable as 
far as they go. But he must ak 
ways act under. the fear that a 
row will be made in Congress. . 

More basic would be a move 
to amend the law so that such 
aliens can be admitted for limit- 
ed periods. We do not believe 
American demuvcracy is such a 
tender growth that it cannot 
tolerate bricf contacts with dis- 
sident doctrines. ' 

Under, present policy — the
